THERE OUGHT TO BE A LAW 
One of the most common sayings heard time and again 
is the old cliche about ‘‘there oughta be a law.” Every time 
a person runs into what he considers an injustice the 
phrase is employed to air his protests. Actually, this forms 
the basis for a iarge portion of the bills introduced in the 
legislature. The words may not come out the same, but the 
idea is planted and if it* appeals to a member of either 
house, he may try to see that there is a law. But it is not 
as simple as that. 
For the conscientious legislator the introduction of a bill 
is a very serious and important step. It will bear his name, 
his stamp of approval. He will be responsible to do his ut­ 
most to pass it. He will not know 1ETAOETAETAETAETA 
most to pass it. He will want to know all of its implications, 
effects and purposes. Most lawmakers are not lawyers and 
therefore need help and assistance in the drafting of bills. 
Even lawyer members who are capable of doing the job us­ 
ually don’t have the time to draft their own bills. To take 
care of this problem there is the Committee on Legislative 
Research, an organization especially designed and stalled 
to provide professional service for the legislators in this 
area. Besides doing the actual bill drafting, they are avail­ 
able for research and advice on legislative problems. It is to 
this committee that practically all members of the two 
houses go for help. Here the bili is put in form and turned 
over to the legislator. From then on it is his responsibility. 
Much work, research and study often goes into the mere 
drawing of a bill. Even the best drafted bill will have to 
stand the test of the battle of ideas and it may be amended 
if not killed outright in its journey through ihe legislative 
process Thus a good legislator knows the importance oi 
starting out with a technically well drawn bill so that he 
ca;> concentra’e his efforts on the merits of the measure 
and not have to worry with mechanical defects. The simp- 
1 oi oi Dills often require much study and preparation on 
the part of their sponsor, and as those familiar with tlie 
legislature know, it is not easy to guide even a noneontro- 
versial. popular bill through both houses. 
We have here spoken sxeichify oi omy the beginning oi 
the journey of an idea through the uncertain course of be­ 
ing enacted into law. In the days ahead we will explain as 
the session progresses the necessary steps in the process. 
Suffice it to say now that the legislator who believes that 
there ought to be a law is merely getting warmed up for 
the game
